1 The list shall include the names of the witness, whether each witness is represented by 
Plaintiffs’ counsel, and contact information for those witnesses who are not represented by 
Plaintiffs’ counsel. If Plaintiffs do not have contact information for a witness, the list shall state 
this fact unambiguously and succinctly. The list shall be produced to Defendant Blakeman’s 
counsel electronically, and Plaintiffs’ counsel shall promptly notify Defendant Blakeman’s 
counsel if there are issues with compliance with the deadline or electronic production. 
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
